Weaken Dofences 


N the case of otter space 
the Soviet Union is again 
demanding that the United 
States weaken its defences 
and deterrent power with- 
out taking essential safe- 
guards, 

The West, und the United 
States in particular, had 
hoped that Moscow would 
be willlng to separate Pre- 
sident Eisenhower's outer 
space prazonnls from the 
deadlocked = problem — of 
general disarmament, 

Unfortunately .the Soviet 
Union has not shown an 
desire to co-opernte wit 
the West und the problem 
is likely to remain  un- 
resolved while the United 
States lags behind In its 
own programme to conquer 
outer space and perfect 
intercontinental missiles,

Strauss did not request au- 
thority to transfer complete 
nuclear weapors, And he 
strongly Indicated that - the 
proposed authority would be 
‘used. sparingly—presumably in 
the case of nations such ag 
Britain which already have 
mae important atomic weapons 
strides, 


No Intention 


The ABC ‘chairman sald the 
Administrctica hod no Intentlon 
of promoting “the entry of ad- 
ditional nations into the atomic 
Weapons field.” 


Under present law, cuacted 
fn 1054, tho Administration 
may givo frfendly nations in- 
formation on use of and de- 
fence a'rainst atomia weapons.

Strengthened 


The AEC chief also said the 
limited nuclear co-operation 
permitted under present’ low 
has strengthened the _milllary 
posture of the free world, 

“There is now a need for 
broader exchange of informa- 
tion on the part of the United 

States and its Allics than is 

possible under the present 

act,” Strauss sald, 

He said such actlon by 
Congress would conserve 
scientific and technical talent 
and inerease the overall pre- 
paredness of the United States 
and its Allles,

“MUST SPEND EXTRA. 
_US$15 MILLION” 


Washington, Jan. 27. - 
Ellis Johnson, prominent military - 
analyst, said today that United States 
must spend an extra US$15,000 million 
a year — indofinitelly — to provide an 
adequato defence system. 


This is the biggest increase.in defence s ending 
yet proposed by various groups which have 
reported on the question, since Russia launch- 
ed Sputnik I last October. 


Dr Johnson said America’s present defences were 
inadequate. 

He told the magazine U:S. Newa and World Report, in an 
interview, that the Russinng could now launch a com- 

. bined attack by bombers,: missiles and submarines 
that could kill 20 to 30 million Americans. 

More than half tho attackers would get through Ameri- 
can defences and more than 10 per cent of the national 
economy—“and perhaps 20 per. cent’— would be 
destroyed. ae ss

STAGE SET 


Before the rains came, 
singe was. set for the 
vanishing act. 


On the last day of Octobcr, 
the steel girders were extracted 
with powerful overhead 
machinery, manned by workers 
swaying In the scroper of a 
crane over perilous, rushing 
waters. :

The pent-up water of the lake 
flowed fast into the Jordan. 
Sald the engincers in charge of 
the Huleh reclamation project: 
“Within a metter of days, the 
9,000-acre, shallow lake will be 
no more.” : 


The gushing flow subsided 
after a day or two, the level 
of the Jake’s water dropped, 
agricultural machines were 
stending by to follow ato dis- 
tance the receding waters.

Of reditors 


Soon thelr debts to the hirc- 
purchase companies und” the 
bank were greater than their 
savings, Rising -prices meant 
more money had to be set aside 
for housekeeping, Creditors were 
becoming restive.
